Foꝛ in dede, by this woꝛde 
(fall) the holye goſte thꝛetneth the 
falling downe from ſtich an high 
place as the uvngodly SWagyſtra 
tes are pꝛoude of, whither that 
fal be by death vyolently brought 
vpon them, whereby theſe God⸗ 
des thꝛowen to the grounde are 
bꝛought into duſt, oꝛ elle it be by 
the alteracion offoꝛtune, wherby 
he that befoze ſemed Vnto al men 
terrpble, and able to do all thing, 
now with great dyſhonour, a of- 
ten tymes not th out great peryll 
depziued ok all honour ,1s made 
Wꝛetched, dyſpiſed and laughed 
to ſcoꝛne. But that he ſapth, as 
one of theſe Pꝛinces: he meaneth

As he myght laye, 
fozlomuche as the pꝛyde and vn⸗ 
ryghteouſnes of vngodlpe magi⸗ 
ſtrates not amoge thy people on⸗ 
lye, but euen thꝛoughe v wozlde 
is lo farre without hope ofamed- 
ment, that in no place is true iu⸗ 
ſtyce myniſtred, but all thynges 

go euen as it plealeth the 2 7 
tpe men, the vngodly are in auc⸗ 
tozytie, and innocents are oppzeſ 
ſed:and afflicted, bp thou, and by 
thy iudgement declare that thou 
art the iudge and Loꝛd ok all the 
earthe , vp, and plucke oute the 
myſerable, thꝛowe downe the 
pꝛoude and vngodlye. Foꝛ thyne 
are all thoſe nacyons of the 
wozlde., in whiche the vngodlye 
followe their luſtes and my

But , in the ende of the 
Woꝛlde, to that vniuerſall iudge⸗ 
ment ſhall he ſtarte vp, when he 
ſhall iudge the wozlde by Chꝛiſt 
hys ſonne to whome he hathe ge⸗ 
uen foꝛ hrs inheritaunce 5 poſſe- { 50 
fionofai'nztions , fal. "Apd

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allo that he ſapeth not vnto the 
wꝛetched , afflicted, oppꝛelled, 
and by what ſoeuer inturpe, by 
the ungodlmes of <Dagrtitrates: 
F ariſe pe oppꝛeſſed, and puniſhe the 
Mageſtrares, but lapth to God, 
vp God iudge pearth. Dublec- 
tes ate called to pacientnes, and 
are to be taughte by the exam- 
ple of thys verſe, that they op⸗ 
pzefled with wzonge muſte crye 
to SOD, and to hys tudge- 
ment committe all thynges: no⸗ 
thynge doubtynge, that it muſte 
nedes comme to paſſe here after,
